Examiner disagrees with the contention that the combination of Hattori and Gengler fails to provide motivation for Applicant's invention 
represented by claims 1-12. As cited in the most recent office action, Hattori is cited for teaching the invention substantially as claimed, 
including a crescent shaped gas feeder. Gengler is cited for teaching tapering of a gas feeder in order to provide a gas passage reduced 
in area for equalizing gas flow along the length of a device. Tapering of the gas feeding apparatus in Hattori as taught by Gengler would 
not further limit the space in the apparatus for holding wafers. 

With respect to claims 13-19, Hwang et al. is not relied upon for the features Applicant argues are not present in the apparatus. Hwang £f* 
al. is cited for its teachings of maintaining a vessel in an air-tight state during a deposition process. 

Examiner also notes that Gengler is in fact analagous art based on the fact that Gengler is concerned with the same problem as the 
presently claimed invention -emission of gas in substantially equal amounts along an entire length of a gas passage. 
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
